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CONSTITUTION 

• * 

PREAMBLE: We, the messengers of Baptist churches in the 
County of Cleveland, State of North Carolina, and territory adjacent 
thereto, do hereby propose to establish and maintain the order and 
rules of a district Association in conformity to the following plan: 

ARTICLE 1. The name of* this organization shall be Kings 
Mountain Baptist Association. 

ARTICLE 2. The membership of the Association shall consist 
of such messengers as may be selected by the churches comprising it 
and duly certified to in the annual letters sent by the churches to 
the appointed meetings, the basis of representation being two messen- 
gers for each church having a membership not exceeding fifty, and 
one additional messenger for each increase of fifty or major fraction 
thereto in church membership. All pastors serving constituent churches 
together with all regularly ordained ministers holding membership 
in these churches shall be members of the body. The courtesies 
of the floor may be extended to representatives of the denominational 
interests, and also to ministers and members of other Christian 
organizations. 

ARTICLE 3. The Association shall meet annually, the time and 
place being determined at the previous session; and each annual meet- 
ing shall organize itself by enrolling its membership, and by electing 
from its membership the following officers: Moderator, Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk, Treasurer, and Historian, whose duties shall be to serve in the 
usual capacity of such officers and who shall hold office, unless duly 

deposed by the electing body, until their respective successors are elected. 

• 

AMENDMENT (1): At the discretion of the Association, all offi- 
cers may be elected at the close of one session to serve until the close’ 
of the succeeding one. 

AMENDMENT (2) : There shall be a Nominating Committee ap- 
pointed at each session to serve during the coming year. This committee 
shall come to the Association prepared to make the usual nominations. 

. ARTICLE 4. At each annual session a General Board shall be 
appointed by the Association, which Board shall consist of the general 
officers of the body together with the superintendents of the Sunday 
schools, and Woman’s Missionary Union Work, the president of 
the Baptist Young People’s Union Convention, the presi- 
dent of Gardner-Webb Junior College, the pastor of each church com- 
posing the Association, and two members from each church, which 
members shall be nominated by the church or by delegates present 
from the church and approved by the Association. This Board shall 
hold meetings either monthly or quarterly and shall exercise the func- 
tions and discharge the duties usually committed to an executive board 
or committee. At its discretion it may select out of its own number an 
Executive Beard of not less than seven members to act in its behalf 
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between sessions of The full board. 

The purpose and plans of this General Board in all its meetings 
shall be to promote the interests and carry forward the work of the 
Association and of its constituent churches as this work is outlined in 
"Article 5 ^>f the constitution. The Board may select a time and place 
and arrange a program for holding extra sessions of the Association 
for inspirational and devotional meetings. In case of emergency it may 
also arrange for special business sessions of the body; provided, how- 
ever, that no action taken in such extra business session shall conflict 
with any action of a previous regular session, and provided further 
that the business of such extra sessions shall be limited to the object 
for which it was convened, and the membership of such special business 
sessions shall be made up of the messengers elected by the churches 
and accredited to the previous regular session. 

ARTICLE 5. The prime purpose of this Association shall be to 
counsel together for the enlargement and strengthening of God’s 
Kingdom by promoting unity and growth among the churches com- 
posing it, and by co-operating with the programs of the State Baptist 
Convention and the Southern Baptist Convention in the work of Mis- 
sions, Christian Education, and Social Service, and any and all other 
objects. At each annual meeting one or more delegates shall be elected 
to represent this body in the ensuing sessions of these conventions. 

ARTICLE 6. The Association may receive other churches into its 
fellowship on letters of dismission from other like organizations. It 
may also receive newly constituted churches whose articles of faith 
harmonize with the Confession of Faith attached hereto, and whose 
practice conforms to the purpose of this Association as set forth in 
•Article 5 above. 

ARTICLE 7. While disclaiming the right or authority to interfere 
in the affairs of any local church, this Association asserts its privilege 
of using its discretion in receiving churches into its fellowship, and in 
withdrawing fellowship from any church found on careful investiga- 
tion, to be walking in disorder or failing in practice to endorse anc 
support the missionary and benevolent work of the Baptist denomi- 
nation. 

ARTICLE 8. This Association shall conduct its business sessions 
in accordance with parliamentary practice as set forth in any well- 
authenticated book dealing with the subject. 

ARTICLE 9. This Constitution may be changed or amended at 
any regular meeting of the Association; provided, however, that each 
proposed change or amendment be submitted in writing on the first 
day of the session to be voted on during the day following, and two- 
thirds of the members present shall concur in its adoption. 
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CONFESSION OF FAITH 

1. We believe the Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments to 
be a divinely inspired revelation from God. 

2. We accept the New Testament alone as revealing the only plan 
of salvation and as the final authority in all matters of church policy 
and practice. 

3. We believe Jesus Christ as revealed in the New Testament to 
be the Son of God and the divine Savior of all who truly accept Him 
as such. 

4. We believe in the personality of the Holy Spirit, and in His 
abiding presence with: the - spirit of alh the elect of God, in His quicken- 
ing presence with the spirit of the unregenerate moving to repentance 
and faith, in His witnessing presence with the spirit of the regenerate 
comforting and guiding throughout life in His sustaining presence in 
the experience of death, and in His continuing presence in the life to 
come. 

5. We believe salvation is attained through spiritual regeneration 
in the act of repentance and acceptance of Jesus as Savior. 

6. Since spiritual redemption was made available by the death, 
burial and resurrection of Jesus, we believe that every regenerate per- 
son should symbolize his own salvation by being buried with Him in 
baptism. 

7. We believe that a local church modeled after the New Testa- 
ment order is a company of regenerate persons voluntarily joined 
together for the purpose of extending God’s Kingdom on earth. 

8. We believe that each church should from time to time, as a 
congregation, celebrate the Lord’s Supper as a memorial to Him. 

9. We believe in the ultimate triumph of God’s Kingdom over all 
opposing powers, and that every regenerate soul shall have a share in 
that triumph. 
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RULES OF ORDER 

ARTICLE 1. This Association shall be opened and closed with 
prayer. 

ARTICLE 2. The Moderator, Vice Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer 
shall be chosen annually by the majority of the members of this body 
present at any stated meeting. 

ARTICLE 3. The Moderator shall preside and decide all questions 
of order subject to an appeal to the Association. He shall appoint all 
committees unless otherwise ordered. 

ARTICLE 4. Brethern invited to seats with us shall have the 
privilege of discussion, but not of voting. 

ARTICLE 5. Speakers shall rise and address the moderator and 
shall confine themselves to subject under discussion. No person shall 
speak more than twice on the same subject without the permission of 
the Association. 

ARTICLE 6. Any church failing to be represented in this body 
either by messenger or letter for two years will be subject to the dis- 
cipline of the body. A committee shall be appointed to visit the church 
and aid them in any way possible and in case the church shall not repo 
for the third time it shall be excluded from the fellowship of the 
Association. 

ARTICLE 7. No question shall be discussed without a motion 
thereon first being made and seconded. Motions made and seconded 
shall be stated by the Moderator previous to any discussion thereon. 
If a motion contains two or more points it shall be divided by request 
of one member, and the vote taken separately. All resolutions shall be 
reduced to writing before being put to a vote. 

ARTICLE 8. Kerfoot’s Parliamentary Law shall be considered 
authority in cases not provided for in these Rules of Order. 

ARTICLE 9. No member shall absent himself permanently from 
the session of the Association without the permission of the Moderator.

SUNDAY SCHOOL REPORT 

During the past year the Sunday School work of the Kings Moun- 
tain Sunday School Association has not been what it should have been, 
there are some encouraging facts. A loyal corps of workers cooperated 
with the superintendent in all matters. Although through the larger 
part of the year restrictions due to war conditions hindered, two meet- 
ings were held. The first was held at the First Baptist Church, Shelby. 
The second, with Gardner-Webb College, October 14, 1945. At 
these two meeting a total of 226 were present from 35 churches. The 
Elizabeth Church had the largest total attendance for the two meet- 
ings. 

In the training work of the Sunday schools only thirteen had any 
sort of training work reported and with only 183 awards for the year. 
The Dover Baptist Church led all the Sunday schools in awards. Vaca- 
tion Bible schools showed a marked increase over last year with a 
total of 13 churches holding schools. Baptisms from the Sunday school 
rolls numbered approximately 653 which is 82 per cent of the total 
number of baptisms for the Association as a whole. 

As a personal report of your superintendent, the following is of- 
fered: Money received — $72.12; Disbursed for postage, supplies, etc., — 
$9.90; Balance on hand — $62.22. Training schools held — 4. Sunday 
schools visited — 16. Special meetings attended — 3. Miles traveled in 
work — 1,220. Letters and cards written — 320. 

For the coming year it is hoped that our work will grow, and 
that the 50 Sunday schools will reach more people, in order to teach 
more people, to win more people to Christ, and to continue teaching 
these people that they may become full-statured Christians.

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REPORT ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

Christian education is a way of life that has love as its motive 
and human excellence as its goal. It is not determined by the control 
of the school, the courses taught, or by any other external measure. 
All schools use similar textbooks, have the same kind of laboratories, 
with teachers trained in the same institutions. Education is bringing ^ 
out the innate qualities of the individual; physical skill, intellectual 
capacity, social graces, etc. Christian education is the creation of high 
Christian character through the process of developing physical and 
mental skills. Character is not taught in the classroom, as you teach 
mathematics. It is a by-product of what we do, and how and why we 
do it. The Christian teacher by his very nature creates an atmosphere 
conducive to bringing out the highest and best in his pupils. Enforced 
self discipline in the quest of skill and knowledge is the process; Chris- 
tian character is the fruit. Yet, at present only a small per cent of our 
people are taking advantage of college training. 

The churches, therefore, should go out in a great crusade to en- 
courage boys and girls to go to college. The facts they learn, the skills 
they achieve are not the most important things.. The value of keeping 
our boys and girls for a few years in an atmosphere of intellectual ac- 
tivity, honorable work, wholesome ideals, and high endeavor cannot be 
measured. It is quite likely that their lives will be motivated by the 
atmosphere of the colleges which they attend. 

It is scarcely worthwhile to get them to go to college unless we 
provide the right atmosphere of learning and spiritual aspiration to 
receive them. The basic essentials of a good college are first teachers 
and pupils; then libraries, laboratories, classroom space and equipment, 
and living quarters for both teachers and pupils. These will cost money 
and much of it. We should provide it gladly as a token of our apprecia- 
tion for the privilege of building a new world. The question is not ‘can 
we afford to do it; it is can we afford not to do it’.

GENERAL BOARD REPORT 

The General Board of the Association has met 10 times since 
the last general session of the Association. The theme for all meetings 
was “Evangelism”. Every department of our work was discussed in the 
light of the general theme. 

The outstanding work of the Association since our last annual 
meeting was the school of Missions under the capable and consecrated 
leadership of Rev. W. P. Biggerstaff, pastor of Eastside Baptist church, 
Shelby. Thirty-five of our forty-nine churches participated, with the 
following missionaries assisting: Dr. H. H. McMillan, Dr. A. S. Gillespie, 
Dr. Frank P. Lide, Miss Attie Bostic, Miss Sophie Lanneau, Miss Pearl 
Johnson, Mies Olive Lawton, Dr. J. C. Powell, Mrs. J. C. Powell, Rev. 
W. L. Cooper, Mrs. W. L. Cooper, Rev. L. Bunn Olive, Miss Bonnie Ray, 
Miss Helen L. McCullough, Rev. Perry Carter, Rev. L. W. Martin, Rev. 

' A. Worthington, Rev. J. J. Johnson, Dr. R. K. Redwine, Rev. Jacob 
Gartenhouse, Dr. E. L. Spivey, Rev. W. H. Fitzgerald, Rev. W. W. 
Lawton, Rev. Eph Whisnant. Dr. Courts Redford and Dr. Charles E. 
Maddry were speakers for the mass meetings. An estimated attendance 
of more than two thousand attended each evening service. There 
were eight conversions, twenty-eight dedications for special service 
and an offering of $949.12. After all expenses were paid, the treasurer, 
Rev. Boyd Cannon, sent to State, Home and Foreign missions a total of 
$397.97. The whole association can never be the same after having this 
glorious work done in our churches.

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE 

North Carolina Baptists are profoundly humanitarian. This is man- 
ifest in the way they support our Hospitals and our orphanage work. 
Our Orphanage is the most direct and most extensive channel through 
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which Baptists may render the greatest service to helpless and depen- 
dent children. 

More than a thousand children are being cared for in one way or 
another. Some in the Mills Home and Kennedy Home, some by Mother’s 
Aid and boarding homes and others by assistance of Orphanage repre- 
sentatives in helping families work out satisfactory plans, thus prevent- 
ing the necessity of caring for many more children in the institution. 

It costs $675.00 per day to care for the physical well-being of this 
large Baptist family. 

The institution is also ministering to these boys and girls in a great 
spiritual and religious training program. An average of fifty per year 
have been baptized into the Orphanage church for the last several 
years. In this centennial year of Evangelism it is expected that there 
will be approximately one hundred baptisms. 

We deplore the fact that some seven or eight churches in this Asso- 
ciation gave nothing last year to the Orphanage. We therefore earnestly 
urge that all of the churches lend their support to this all important 
institution.

17. The following report on the North Carolina Baptist Hospital 
was read by J. R. Cantrell, pastor of Poplar Springs Baptist Church. 
D. F. Putnam and W. W. Rimmer spoke with reference to their personal 
experiences at the Hospital. W. R. Griggs from Winston-Salem was 
given time on the program and came to be the official representative. 

NORTH CAROLINA BAPTIST HOSPITAL 

1. When Established: The Baptist Hospital was incorporated in 
1922 and received its first patient May 28, 1923. 

2. Its Purpose: The Baptist Hospital was established for the pur- 
pose of providing good hospital treatment for the sick of the entire 
state, but primarily for those who are not financially able to pay for 
treatment. The Baptist denomination, representing as it does one-half 
of the entire church population of the State, could not be true to the 
cause of Christ and suffering humanity without doing something in a 
large way for the relief of the multitudes of sick of our State. 

3. Its Enlarged Service: More than six years ago the hospital 
began to be so overcrowded that many patients were being turned away. 
The Board of Trustees, by the endorsement of the State Convention, 
started a campaign to secure funds for the enlargement of the plant. 
While this was underway, the Medical School was provided for by the 
heirs of Bowman Gray. This necessitated still further enlargement. The 
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Hospital was, therefore, enlarged from a bed capacity of 108 to almost 
300. This expanded facilities for the sick was done at a cost of about 
$683,000. The hospital is now equipped with the most modern appliances 
known. The X-Ray Department alone has fifteen rooms filled with 
the latest equipment and did a business last year amounting to 
$102,267.08. 

4. The Hospital Staff: The hospital has a staff of doctors varying 
in number. At present, it has about 75 doctors. These are professors in 
the Medical School, resident doctors, interns, etc., in addition to the 
regular staff. The medical students help out in a fine way. The staff is 
composed of specialists equipped to meet almost any condition of sick 
humanity. 

5. The Training School for Nurses: This school meets all require- 
ments of a Standard Training School for Nurses, both of the State and 
Federal Government. The profession of nursing requires young women 
of the highest type — mentally, physically and morally. Our school not 
only endeavors to give these young women the best professional train- 
ing possible; but, in addition, the highest ideals of Christian service. 
The school is composed at the present, February 14, 1944, of 105 
students. Of this number, 89 are “Cadets.” That is, they are receiving 
financial aid by the national government. This leaves 16 taking the 
regular course and it is optional with each student as to how she enters 
the school. The hospital has at present 43 graduate nurses. This includes 
all supervisors. 

6. Patients Treated: At the end of 1943 about 67,000 patients had 
been treated during the 20 years since its opening. This does not include 
the many who were diagnosed and treated in the Out-patient Clinics. 
About 19,000 of these were mothers, who, in most instances, were 
returned to their families of 58,500 children. There have been about 1,585 
ministers, missionaries and ministerial students treated. During these 
20 years about 25,400 patients, usually referred to as service or free 
patients, were treated without charge. This free service represents a 
cost of $2,206,509. 

7. Patients Who Are Not Able To Pay Provided For: The hospital 
has to depend almost entirely on the Mother’s Day Offerings of the 
churches and Sunday Schools for caring for the large number of 
patients who are too poor to pay for hospitalization. We receive from 
the Duke Endowmert Fund $1.00 per day for each charity patient. We 
received last year — 1943 from Mother’s Day Offering, $72,584.08; from 
Duke Endowment Fund, $26,899.00. We received hospital linens from 
the W. M. U.’s and other church organizations estimated at $2,598.70, 
making a total of $102,081.78. 

8. The Spiritual Atmosphere of This Hospital: In addition to the 
constant visits of the pastors of the city and others, the Hospital has 
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row a full time pastor. Rev. Charles E. Parker is employed in this capa- 
city and makes daily visits to the patients, teaches Bible in the Nurses 
Training School and ministers in every way possible to the patients and 
their families as they visit the hospital. This fine and fruitful service 
has been made possible in part by Mr. C. M. Scott of West End Baptist 
Church in High Point. Religious services are held every morning in the 
Nurses’ Home. These services are conducted by the matron and stu- 
dents. We have many conversions and rededications in the hospital. 

9. We earnestly solicit the sympathy, patience, good will and 
prayers of all our ministers, and churches of our State, as we minister 
to these multitudes of sick in your name and the name of the “Great 
Physician.”

WORLD MISSIONS IN THE NEW ERA 

For over eight years, the ravages of a global war have threatened 
to wreck three-fourths of the world. The world has been scarred and 
riven by the ploughshares of war and billowed with the graves of its 
millions of dead. 

The physical wreckage has been appalling: practically all our mis- 
sion stations, with their physical equipment have been laid waste. The 
human wreckage, however, overshadows the material desolations. The 
flower of the youth of the world, together with millions of the civilian 
population has been sacrificed on the altar of war. But this human 
wreckage extends far deeper than the wounds of the human body: hu- 
man relationships have been severed, homes scattered, communities 
dissolved; hatred, suspicion and the spirit of revenge have burned into 
the souls of men. The grim monsters of hunger, starvation and death 
stalk abroad over the surrounding ruins of half the world today. 

This is the heritage of war left to the Christians of today. It proves 
that permanent peace and human freedom can not be achieved by 
force of arms. We can never have peace until the capacity for freedom is 
created in the hearts and lives of redeemed men. 

Therefore, the only alternative before us is simply this: either 
turn the energy of the Gospel loose on the world and save it, or leave 
the energy of the universe in the hands of unregenerate men and let 
the world be blown to pieces under the concussions of the atomic bomb.

BAPTIST TRAINING UNION REPORT 

When the Master uttered the Great Commission, He exhorted His 
followers to go, to win, to baptize and then to teach or train. When 
Barnabas brought Saul to the new church at Antioch, he spent a 
year in teaching and instruction. When Priscilla and Aquilla heard 
Apollos speak of the Lord with so much zeal, they took him aside and 
gave him a period of instruction or training and he went out a great 
and useful worker. The above experiences and many others might be 
cited to show that Jesus and His early followers gave much thought to 
the training of Christian workers. But some of us, many centuries later, 
give but little thought to the matter of making our church members more 
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skillful and effective soldiers of the Cross. What church among us does 
not need better informed members, better, more effective Sunday School 
teachers, and better, more interested soul winners? The Sunday School 
the Missionary Union and other organizations of the churches have a 
definite place in supporting and making more effective the worship 
service and soul winning ministry of our churches. 

Industrial and professional organizations are emphasizing the im- 
portance of a better trained personnel to meet the demands and chal- 
lenge of a post war world or new era. Surely the Church of the living 
God will not be behind and ignore the challenge to act wisely in this 
time of stress. The wide awake Training Union properly supported by the 
leadership of the church has a grand challenge in its ministry to the 
returning service men and women. The Master demands our best. If 
we give Him our best, we must surely give Him our best preparation. 
When we have done this, we are still unprofitable servants. It is the best 
trained business organization, army or athletic team that excels. We 
should be interested in a well trained church membership in order that 
we may excel in the greatest business in all the world. 

The Training Union work in the Kings Mountain Association has 
made some gains during the year. Amout 10% more of our churches have 
Training Unions this year than last, and there has been a gain in total 
enrollment. However, we have only “touched the hem of the garment” 
as it were. There are still approximately one half of our churches that 
do not have Training Unions and the majority of our church members 
unaccounted for on our Training Union rolls. In many of our existing 
Unions, there is a great challenge for more effective work. The Training 
Union throws out its challenge to every church member of whatever age 
he may be. Will we give it our best in interest, sympathy, prayer, and 
active support? May we go, win, baptize and train for the Master’s 
service?

WMU REPORT 

The Holy Spirit had led Paul to Troas on the western shore of Asia 
Minor. Doubtless he was troubled as he had thoughts of work else- 
where, and was earnestly seeking divine directions. In the night the 
Lord appeared to Paul in a vision. There stood a man of Macedonia 
and prayed him saying, “Come over into Macedonia and help us. This 
has been the watchword of missions in all ages, the un-uttered cry of 
heathenism for that help which the gospel alone can give. Thus was 
ushered in the most momentous event of history in Europe. 

The Gospel had not been preached in Europe. Macedonia was in 
Europe and was heathen territory. The man in the vision said come- 
come from the loving Lord to lost men— come with love and light. 

Macedonia was an important kingdom of Greece, later becoming a 
province of Rome. It was a good country for the beginning of Christian 
missions in Europe. The churches established there were among Paul’s 
best work. Paul’s first century world presented a challenge and op- 
portunity that may be called an open door. 

We have a far greater challenge facing us today, a greater cry, a 
greater opportunity. The cry is for food, clothing, and a place to live. 
The opportunity is to answer this cry. In providing material needs we 

may reach the spiritual need. 

Southern Baptists are facing some few doors that have remained 
open in spite of the world conflict, then we face doors that have recently 
opened, some not open very far. 

In China our missionaries are eagerly awaiting complete re- occu- 
pation and reviewing of our work there. Christianity has been planted 
in China to live on. 

Japanese occupation of Manchuria has made work very difficult 
there since 1931. 

A small group of native Japanese Christians are our hope of future 
work in Japan. 

Southern Baptist fields in Europe include Italy, Spain, Romania, 
Hungary, and Yugoslavia. The present need in these regions is relief. 
The caring for their human needs will prepare the way for the Gospel. 

In a sense the door to Hawaii has been open since the beginning of 
the war. The work being carried on by refugee missionaries. But, 
now Hawaii must have permanent workers to devote their entire time 
and thoughts to the work. 

The islands of the Pacific offer vast opportunities for mission fields 
and are worthy the consideration of Southern Baptists. 
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In Central and South America there remain thirteen countries to 
be entered. 

Finally, there remains vast areas whose doors may open in time 
to come. In these we find the Soviet Union, Mohammedan countries, 
and many others. The power of God alone is sufficient to open closed 
doors for the entrance of light. 

What if we fail to enter these doors, what will the results be? Many 
souls will be dammed for the lack of the Gospel. We failed to enter the 
doors to Japan in 1860 that were standing open. 

The call of the New Era is so insistent that we must respond with 
our prayers, money, and our lives. The evangelization of the world 
demands that we spend as much to save men as we were forced to 
spend to kill them in war. Just as we sent our youth to fight on foreign 
soil so must we now send Christian young people to build a new world 
in the name of Jesus.

Mrs. J. R. Cline, chairman of Stewardship, gave an interesting re- 
port on this work and urged that more time and study be given to 
this phase of the work. 

The Community Mission chairman, Mrs. Hubert Gold, in her report, 
showed that the young people’s organizations were not doing much 
community work and asked that this be given more attention. Among 
the many activities included in our work is cottage prayer meetings 
and she hoped this would be first place in our efforts this next year, 
as a channel through which the unsaved of each community might be 
reached.

31. The report on Christian Literature was read by Lawrence 
Roberts. The report was spoken to by the writer and Editor L. L. 
Carpenter of the Biblical Recorder. 

CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 

A growing appreciation of “The Book of our Faith” — an increasing 
faith in its message and a willingness to follow its truth— can come to 
anyone who wants it. If we are to know the truth, read the Bible. The 
first suggestion is an absolute imperative that we read the Divine 
Word. “Search the Scriptures.” “Give attendance to reading.” The 
second follows most logically, that is practice what you read. Third, read 
the Bible with a purpose. Finally, keep storing in your heart and mind 
words of Divine Grace, comfort, strength, guidance, and grandeur. Hide 
this word in your heart that you may not sin against him. 

Constantly throwing light upon the Divine record are the good 
bocks and denominational publications of various kinds. The Biblical 
Recorder, our state paper, has grown in its curculation to 33,930 of 
October 10, 1945. In 1944 the Biblical Recorder went into 786 homes. The 
Charity and Children published by the Thomasville Orphanage also 
has a wide circulation. The Commission and Home Mission periodicals 
tell of our mission work. 

To be well-informed Baptists we must do much reading. The read- 
ing of good books and magazines is made possible by the establishing 
of the church library in our churches. The majority of the churches 
of the association have these libraries started already. Through the 
libraries, we can make it possible for our boys and girls to form the habit 
of reading good books and the right kind of magazines. 

We should train our people by utilizing our Sunday School, Baptist 
Training Union and mission study courses.

32. A special report on “Conditions In Our Territory” was prepared 
and read by D. F. Putnam. Mr. Putnam is known as the “church build- 
ing” pastor in this association. He is now building a new chui ch which 
was recently organized in Kings Mountain. He also built Davids and 
Polkville in recent years, after he made a survey of the territory in each 

community. 

CONDITIONS IN OUR TERRITORY 

Jesus said, “Ye shall be witnesses unto me, in Jerusalem, in all 
Judea, in Samaria and to the uttermost parts of the earth.” We main- 
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tain the home base if we go into all the world. 

There are several places in the Kings Mountain territory and 
adjoining districts that is not well provided with the Gospel as Baptists 
believe ard teach it. First I mention the section north of Fallston, to 
Zion Hill. Another is a district north of Polkville to First Broad, be- 
tween Big Springs and Casar. South of Zoar to Old Buffalo, there is 
another large space in which there is no Baptist Church or teaching. 
Between Oak Grove and Buffalo has been mentioned as in need of 
some church activity on the part of Baptists. One pastor said to me 
yesterday that there was r.eed of a Baptist Church between Elizabeth 
and Buffalo Creek. 

An opportunity has been lost to another denomination at Dixon 
school house, seven miles southwest of Kings Mountain. Mistakes have 
been made at Archdale and other places by unwise leadership and lack 
of orderly constitution. Pastor Gore says, there is a scope of tenitoiy 
south of his Oak Grove Church that should be worked by the Baptists. 

A pastor who knows the situation told me recently there was need 
of two more churches in Kings Mountain in the northeast section 
toward Bessemer City and other place, I am not informed about. 

We have two points at which the State Mission Board is helping, 
the Highland Mission of Shelby, and Temple Baptist Church, Kings 
Mountain. These points are both making fine progress. Temple is in 
the midst of building program that should appeal unto the Baptists of 
the Kings Mountain Association. I have never seen a greater oppor- 
tunity and a more needy field than there is at this point which is lo- 
cated in the section northwest of the Southern Depot on the west side 
of the Kings Mountain and Cherryville highway. 

D. F. PUTNAM. 

33. The report on Public Morals was read by W. P. Biggerstaff. The 
report was spoken to by the writer and the Rev. R. M. Hauss, the lattei 
of the Dry Forces of North Carolina. Mr. Hauss stated that in 1944 
that America drank in alcoholic beverages the amount equal fifty-four 
dollars for every man, woman, boy and girl. 

REPORT ON PUBLIC MORALS 

It is the privilege as well as the duty of Christian people to set the 
standards in public morals and civil righteousness. Baptists have always 
stood for a high order of morality for our own people and for the entire 
citizenship. We believe it is the duty of righteous people not only to 
live righteously themselves, but to seek to lead others to do the same. 

We believe that character is shaped, and that eternal destiny is 
determined by the conceptions which men have and practice legal ding 
standards of conduct. It is the high ideal of Baptists that we may so 
live ourselves that others may know that we have been transformed. 
It is, therefore, highly important that we strive for a more practical 
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demcnstration of our convictions on all matters that affect the moral 
character of all the people. 

“Speak to my people that they may go forward/’ is the word of old 
to God’s people. Postwar days are here and it is high time God’s people 
are going forward in a crusade against crime in every form. Those in 
positions to know are constantly warring us of the dangers which we 
face, and of a rapid increase in violations of standards of morality. This 
report does not seek to present the crime picture of the nation as a 
whole, but here are some figures that tell the story partially for 
Cleveland county and the city of Shelby. 

The records of the court show that 2,190 cases were tried in the 
criminal courts of the county for the twelve month period, October 1, 
1944, to September 30, 1945. Of this number, 65% or 1,430 cases of 
public drunkenness were tried. The remaining 35% of the above cases 
were for such crimes as assault, larceny, gambling, prostitution, homi- 
cides, etc. The average for homicides is about five per year. It must be 
remembered that approximately 25% of the cases tried in any year are 
“repeaters,” those who are arrested and tried more than once. There is 
an average of about 90 divorces granted in our county each year, and 
25 or 30 cases that come before the juvenile court. 

Arrests in the city of Shelby for the twelve month period, October 1, 
1944, to September 30, 1945, shows 1,029 arrests for public drunkenness and 
657 for all other crimes such as assault, stealing, vagrancy, gambling, 
profanity, reckless driving, prostitution, trespassing, violation of prohibi- 
tion law, disorderly conduct, etc. Thus it can be seen from these figures 
that alcoholic beverage is the cause for most of our cases in court and 
for most of the arrests in the city of Shelby. It should be added, too, 
that many of the other crimes would never have been committed had 
it not been for the influence of strong drink. As to places where strong 
drink can be bought in Cleveland county the records in the tax collec- 
tor’s office show that for the current calendar year there have been 39 
beer licenses sold and 15 for wine, making a total of 54 licenses. It is 
reported that about 40 of these places sell both wine and beer. Now 
alcoholic beverage is the cause of most of our crime as is shown in this- 
report it is easy to be seen where our main fight must be centered. 

If conditions in our county are any indication, crime is on the in- 
crease; for it is reported by the police department of Shelby that there 
was an average of 68 arrests per month for 1944. The average for the 
first nine months of 1945 is 138 arrests per month. The figures for the 
city of Shelby do not include arrests for juvenile delinquency. 

The time has come when Christians must arouse themselves, when 
we must live aboue reproach, and when we must see that law and order 
is restored in the land. However, it should be remembered that morality 
can never be enforced by legislation. The only remedy for those conditions 
is regeneration of individuals. If the churches of Christ fail in this mat- 
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ter we can blame no one but ourselves when public drunkenness disgraces 
the land, where divorce destroys the homes, and when adultery bes- 
mirches society. When our youth is bewitched away we must remember 
that it was our duty to remove that which caused their downfall. As 
Christians we must stop hiding behind the false idea that these condi- 
tions are none of our business. To say that moral issues are no business 
of the church is to dodge the practical end of correcting such condi- 
tions. If the church is ever to render a vital ministry to the nation 
we can never be silent on anything that destroys that which we are 
trying to build. We must join forces and raise loud voices against un- 
righteousness wherever it exists. And we must not allow political align- 
ments or family connections to deter us. The principle of the separation 
of church and state is a sacred one, but we have too long used it as an 
excuse for not participating in activities designed to improve moral 
standards. 

34. C. C. Crow spoke on the subject, “Our Returning Soldier”. 
Mr. Crow served as Army Chaplain for more than a year. His health

forced him to be released from active duty. 

35. The time having arrived for the annual Missionary Sermon 
by W. G. Camp who was appointed last year. The scripture lesson was 
taken from Acts 17:30. The subject was “The Cross Lifted Above Idols”. 
John A. Hallman led the closing prayer which closed the morning 
session. 

Adjourn for lunch. 

SECOND DAY — AFTERNOON SESSION 

36. The closing session got underway promptly at one- thirty o'clock 
p.m. W. A. Roberts led the opening song, “I Am Bound For The 
Promised Land”. 

37. The praise and prayer was led by H. E. Waldrop, pastor of Cal- 
vary Baptist Church of Shelby. 

38. Lawrence Roberts, chairman of the committee to nominate 
Associational Sunday School and B. T. U. Leaders brought the follow- 
ing recommendations. 

We recommend for Sunday School Association Superintendent 
Lawson Allen. 

For Baptist Training Union Superintendent — John A. Hallman. 

Further, the committee recommends that every church pay at least 
$6. GO a year for Sunday School expenses and that every church pay at 
least $6.00 a year for Baptist Training Union work.

Southern Baptists’ century of fcJ$;ory is divided into two parts by the 
year 1918, which year saw the s.qiitbwide Board begin its work of gra-

cious beneficence. 

Before that date few mfo>Mers were able to save anything from 
their meager salaries. Relief work for disabled and aged minister was 
not organized on a convention- \yide scale. The aged and infirm preach- 
ers received sympathy but little financial aid. In these days of old age 
very frequently meant retirement from labor and worry, suffering, in- 
security and want. 

Today Southern Baptists have a well organized Relief and Annuity 
Board. This board is financially sound, spiritually administered in the 
interest of all the ministers, employees of the churches and other deno- 
minational institutions. 

Each state has its own plan differing in detail from other states 
but all administered by the Relief and Annuity Board located at Dallas, 
Texas. The income of the board for 1944 was $2,136,867.98. The total 
assets about $8,000,000. The members of the Retirement plan are about 
9,000 ministers and other employees about 3,400. North Carolina has 
about 560 members in the plan. There are about 11,620 churches and 
institutions cooperating in the work. 

It is urged that all pastors seek membership in the Retirement plan 
and as far as possible secure the cooperation of the churches in making 
the plan effective. 

It is a] so urged that the churches continue and increase their 
offerings to the Relief Department of the Board to the end that the 
ministers not now eligible to become msmbeis of the Annuity Board 
may be adequately taken care of in their old age and infirmity.
